With n booming of cannons nnd a beat­ 
ing i t diacordant gongs Murderer I^ti Mit's 
be« *d rolled along the sands of the beach 
n**ar Kowloon. The executioner wiped the 
blood from his sword with his fingers and 
■tr« » de away , leaving the hoodle« s trunk to 
fester under the hot sun just Iteyond the 
lap of the waves of the .>eean that boomed 
toward it as If In efforts to hide the dis­ 
torted form and wipe away the dreadful 
■cetie of a Chinese execution. 
The victim. I*ai Mit, had murdered a 
Chinese detective. He had rebelled against 
the rule of the mandarin who had juris­ 
diction over the province where he resided, 
and he was suspected o t inciting sedition 
against his governor. 
The detective was 
AD officer In the army that does police 
work as well as carries out the orders of 
the rulers both civil and criminal, aud he 
had been sent out to spy against Lai Mit. 
The rebel suspected the purpose of the de­ 
tective and one night, while the latter 
slept, I-i 1 Mit piung« 'd a dagger Into his 
heart, and after cutting off his head drag­ 
ged it by the cue down the gutter of the 
street and hurled It at the door of tbe 
mandarin, bidding defiance to all officers 
of tbe law. 
An hour afterward he was 
dragged before the outraged ruler and 
with little ceremony he was condemned to 
death. 
Dr. Henry Howell, » m issionary who wa* 
visiting at Kowh» on, witne—ed the execu­ 
tion, and In a letter descrilied the cere­ 
mony that attended the event. 
The condemned man's punishment, he 
say s, with all its barbaric repulsiveness, 
wits made us conspicuously public as i>os- 
slh leasn n example to all evildoers. 
Ex­ 
tensive arrangements were made for the 
carry ing out of the death sentence. 
Oct. 
16 was set ns the day , and it was made a 
general holiday . 
Flags— huge y ellow tri­ 
angular slips of banting, en blazoned with 
fierce dragons—-were pet Hying from the 
battlements of the old fort < n the point 
that guards the little hay on the shores of 
which the town is situated. 
Three anti­ 


quated war junks ly ing near the pier were 
covered with flags and thousands of Chi 
ne-e were gathered on the beach. 
Early in tbe afternoon a war junk was 
sighted heading for the btty close around 
the point bringing the murderer to his 
doom 
A « ¡» Iwto was fired from the fort 
es it approached. Then the jtinks anchored 
near the pier opened fire 
First one would 
let off three guns, and it would be replied 
to by three from the approaching junk and 
three more from the fort. 
Three times 
these salutes wore given and answered, 
and while tlie cannons were booming out 
the death knell of the murderer scores of 
men in the boats, nt the fort and on the 
shore rent the air with a dealeuing and 
discordant clanging of gongs and cy mbals. 
Before the salutes had ceasod the junk 
bearing the pr!J ,,uor had reached the pier. 
A boom was rigged out from «7!!0 of the 
J unk's masts, aud from It tackle was low­ 
ered down into the vessel's hold. A dozen 
lusty sailors were soon hauling away on u 
rope, and up through the hatch came a 
huge wooden cage In which the murderer 
CSv.ueheJ , acaKling and n ut*. riAg ixiyck- 
cations on his guards. 
It was swung out 
over the pier and lowered In the midst of 
» guard of native soldiers A dozen coolies 
picked up the cage and started down the 
pier with it, followed by a procession of 
the court dignitaries. The j» eople crowded 
about the cage, laughing nml chattering 
at the prisoner. Close behind the cage was 
the executioner, a tall, muscular Chinese, 
carry ing a long, keen edged sword and 
glaring fiercely at his victim. 
While the procession was moving along 
the pier another company of soldiers clear­ 
ed a space on the beach close to the water's 
edgo, and u table and a chair were set lu 
the center of It 
The chair win for the 
mandarin. 
The cage was set down In front of the 
mandarin's table, and the condemned man 
was rather roughly pulled out from it uml 
forced down on his haunches. 
One of the 
court officials received a long y ellow strip 
of paper ou which were some Chinese char­ 
acters 
He held It up before him with his 
arms outstretched and turned slowly round 
so that all within the circle could gaze on 
tbe y ellow slip of paper. Then he fastened 
It to the end of u long bamboo pole and 
walked to the prisoner. 
The other end of 
the ¡Mile was thrust down the back of his 
clothes, leaving the y ellow streamer, like 
a flag, (ly ing over his head. 
This was the 
death warrant. 
The executioner then proceeded with his 
part of the duties. The prisoner was order- 
od to get down on bis knees. 
His hands 
were shackled Itehlud his back with old

A? tbe m ilitary forces of Russia 
on a w ar ftxiting contain upw ard of 
3,000,000 com batants, it would ap­ 
pear th a t som ething m ore than “ co­ 
ercion th at docs not itself mean 
w ar” would lie req uired to enable 
any nation of w estern Europe to 
nettle tbe eastern q uestion w ithout 
first consulting tbe czar. 
This vast 
arm y is raised throug hout the R us­ 
sian em pire, liability to service lie 
ing alm ost universal. 
As a rule 
service w ith th*» colors lasts five 
y ears, and in tbe event of a m obili­ 
sation of tbe forces the field troops 
would I k* broug ht up to w ar streng th 
by calling in 
r» *scrv**s who bad 
Sfrvt*d five y ears in the ranks. The 
field troops and field reserve troops, 
tog ether num bering 
if.tKK) ,000 of 
men, would lie forim*d into field 
arm ies, which would each com prise 
a num ber of arm y corps, rifle b ri­ 
g ades and reserve division*. 
The 
rem ainder of tbe forces consist of 
fortress and depot trooj« and irn 
perial m ilitia. 
Tbe “ three 
line rifle, pattern 
1891,” has l>oen introduced in place 
of tbe sing le loading Berdan rifle. 
Tbe new rifle carries five rounds in 
the mag azine, is of sm all caliber 
( .3 inch), and has a smokeless am ­ 
m unition. 
On service tbe bay onet 
scabbards are li ft at home, and the 
q uadrang ular bay onet 
is carried 
fixed. 
Tbe barrel of tbe rifle is un­ 
cased and screwed into the body , an 
arrang em ent which helps to lessen 
tin* w eig ht, and, in fact, tbe rifle, 
with bay onet fixed, w eig hs only 934 
pounds, or pih» tit one ]>ound less 
th an the Lee-Metford rifle and bay 
onet ust*d in the British service. 
T he reg ulations recog nize four 
kinds of infantry tire -viz., volley 
fir*» , which m ay Ik* used at all rang es; 
individual tire, which is employ ed 
up to 500 or 600 paces; individual 
concentrated fire tin* fire of all the 
men of a section or sq uad at a com­ 
mon object -u p to 
1,200 paces; a 
m ass fire at g reater distances than 
1,200 paces. 
W hen w ithin 200 or 
300 pact» s of tht* enemy , fir** attains 
its m axim um intensity by the em ­ 
ploy m ent of m ag azine tire. A fter a 
successful bay onet charg e tbe shoot­ 
ing line m ust continue its advance 
to th «1 far side of tbe captured posi­ 
tion and press the enemy by a rapid 
fire. 
A frontal attack m ust lie sup 
ported by one ou the Hank 
acting on the defensive, infantry 
m ust put forth every effort to shake 
the enemy by lire and then attack 
him w ith tho bay onet. 
T hroug hout the Russian cavalry 
tli** men are arm ed w ith a curved 


bword i147** inches long and rifle 
and bay onet. 
In th e Cossacks the 
front rank carry a lance. 
In a rtil­ 
lery the Russians are particularly 
strong , and th eir arm am ent and 
projectiles are of the latest and most 
approved patterns. The active arm y 
and Held reserve troops alone con­ 
tain upw ard of 500 batteries, m an­ 
ning over 4,000 g uns. General staff 
officers form a closed corps and are 
recruit« » d from those who pass the 
G eneral Staff academy . 
The duties 
of the g eneral staff, broadly Kjieak- 
ing , include tin* m ovem ents and op­ 
erations of the arm y , intellig ence of 
the enem y and reconnoissance of 
the th eater of war. 
It is laid down th a t on marches, 
when at a distance from the enemy , 
it is of tin* first im portance to study 
the com fort and convenience of the 
troops by separating arm s ami 
sending on billeting parties and 
bakers to provide for the w ants of 
the troops beforehand. 
When near 
the enemy , however, and on a 
m arch that m ay lead to an encoun 
ter, th e troops advance close up us 
m uch as possible in colum ns aud 
aim m ainly at sw iftness and secre­ 
cy .—Pall Mall Gazette.

exchang es and the Paris iHiurse can 
eq ual either for volume of money .au 
dacity of speculfttiou or sensational 
ups and downs. 
Every thing is done either under 
the punkahs in the hall of the club 
or literally in the g utter, nnd by 
the most motley crowd of brokers 
in double decked hats that the world 
can show. 
There are Eng lishmen, Germans, 
Ang lo-Indians, Chine« *) from Can­ 
ton, Armenians from Calcutta, Par- 
sees from Bombay and Hebrews 
from Bag dad. Aud from the princes 
of finance who play with hundreds 
of thousands —there are several of 
them in Hong kong —down to the 
humblest who buy s ten shares here 
and sells ten shares there, all are 
making money fast. 
The former 
live in t leir little palaces, they en­ 
tertain iike princes, they are as g en 
erous as they are prosperous, and the 
latter kick their heels all day long 
in tbe street aud the corridors of the 
Hong kong hot« ]. 
And althoug h to 
say that all of them make money is 
not unlike say ing that two men live 
on what they win from each other 
at cards, still the paradox is a truth. 
Money in Hong kong seems to have 
less value than any where else, like 
wheat in Munitoba or petroleum in 
Pennsy lvania. 
A play er at poker 
the other nig ht dropped a long chip, 
value £ 20 under the table. 
“ Mas 
kee,” he said in pig eon Eng lish — 
“ No matter. ” 
“ It’s £ 20,” somebody reminded 
him. 
“ If y ou were at home, y ou’d 
look for it fust enoug h.” 
“ By Jove,” he replied, “ so I will! 
I forg ot how much it was. ” And 
here is an example showing at once 
all throe characteristics I have 
claimed

for 
Hong kong 
finunce. 
The total capital of Hong kong lo­ 
cal companies is not less than £ 10,- 
000,000. 
The averag e dividend of 
the local corniwinies which have al­ 
ready lieen in existence long enoug h 
to i>ay one is n fraction over 13 per 
cent ]s*r annum. And their averag e 
annual y ield to investors at the so 
called inflated current prices is 62 
per cent 
New comjwinies are being 
floated almost every month in Hong ­ 
kong . 
As the new lands of the far 
east are g radually developed, it is 
to Hong kong that they look and 
must look for financial aid. 
And 
capital there responds to the rig ht 
call, as the flush responds to the 
trig g er.

Yet I have 
heard that the very merchants 
and friends, both at home and else­ 
where in i ’bina, who are so anxious

In the past shares have been free­ 
ly allotted with this result. 
In the 
future. I understand, local promoters 
intend to l>e a trifle more particular 
whose fortunes they make. 
I must 
not presume to decide the q uestion 
whether Hong kong is or is not rest­ 
ing on a financial volcano, but I see 
no reason to believe it and many 
reasons to believe the contrary .

Several banks have failed through­ 
out the country daring the last ten 
days, which fact is used by some very 
partisan papers, to make political 
capital and try and create business 
unrest in order to cause further diffi-

local causes, according to the con­ 
troller of the currency, who aaya: 
“Those failures which have occurred 
lately have little or no 
general 
significance attached to them. They 
were due largely to local Muses, 
wholly unconnected with the general 
condition of the banks throughout the 
country at large.

today are of minor importance, in

lonisnea ooh JW.000. At against these few

' * failures, based oh local causes, the 
general condition of the banks id “I* 
cellent. 
Ou the whole, it is evident 
that the national banks today are aa 
stable na they ever were, and the 
sporadic failure of a bank here and 
there through defects peculiar to the 
failing bank is of small importance, 
wholly without significance.”

P reee ace o f rn M ultitude and HI# H ead 
D isplayed rnrn a W arning to A ll Evil D a,

With a booming of cannon* and a beat­ 
ing of discordant gong* Murderer La! M iff 
bead rolled along the sand* of the beach 
near Kowloon. The executioner wiped the 
blood from his sword with bls fingers and 
■trode away, leaving the headless trunk to 
foster under the hot sun just beyond the 
fop of the waves of the ocean that boomed 
toward it as lf In efforts to bide the dis­ 
torted form and wipe away the dreadful 
■oene of a Chinese execution. 
The victim, La! Mit, bad murdered a 
Chinese detective. He had rebelled against 
the rule of the mandarin who bad juris­ 
diction over the province where be resided, 
and he was suspected of inciting sedition 
against his governor. 
The detective was 
an officer In the army that does police 
work as well as carries out the orders of 
the rulers both civil and criminal, and ha 
bad been sent out to spy against Lai Mik 
The rebel suspected tile purpose of the de­ 
tective and one night, while the latter 
slept, Lai Mit plunged a dagger into bi* 
heart, and after cutting off his head drag­ 
ged it by the cue down the gutter of the 
street and hurled It at the door of the 
mandarin, bidding defiance to all officers 
of the law. 
An hour afterward he was 
dragged before the outraged ruler and 
with little ceremony he was condemned to 
death. 
Dr. Henry Howell, a missionary who was 
Visiting at Kowloon, witnessed the execu­ 
tion, and in a letter described the cere­ 
mony that attended the event. 
The condemned man's punishment, he 
■ays, with all its barbaric repulsiveness, 
was made as conspicuously public as pos­ 
sible as an example to all evildoers. 
Ex­ 
tensive arrangements were made for the 
carrying out of the death sentence. 
Oot. 
IS was set as the day, and it was made a 
general holiday. 
Flags—huge yellow tri­ 
angular slips of bunting, eir blazoned with 
fierce dragons—were set flying from the 
battlements of the old fort on the point 
that guards the little bay on tile shores of 
which the town is situated. 
Three anti­ 
quated war junks lying near the pier were 
covered with flags and thousands of Chi­ 
nese were gathered on the beach. 
Early in tile afternoon a war j’>nk was 
sighted heading for the bay close around 
the point bringing the murderer to his 
doom. 
A enl Ute was fired from the fort 
ss ^approached. Then the junksanchored 
near the pier opened fire. First one would 
let off three guns, and it would be replied 
to by three from the approaching junk and 
three more from the fort. 
Three times 
these salutes were given and answered, 
and while the cannons were booming oat 
the death knell of the murderer scores of 
men in the boats, at the fort and on the 
■bore rent the air with a deafening and 
discordant clanging of gongs and cymbals. 
Before the salutes bad ceased the junk 
bearing the prisoner had reached the pier. 
A boom was rigged out from CD? of the 
Jnnk’s masts, and from It tackle was low 
■red down into the vessel’s hold. A dozen 
lusty sailors were soon hauling away on a 
rope, and up through the hatch came a 
huge wooden cage in which the murderer 
grouched, scalding and m -ttcriag lx:jc«u 
cations on bis guards. , It was swung out 
over the pier and lowered in the midst of 
a guard of native soldiers, A dozen coolies 
picked up the cage and started down the 
pier with it, followed by a procession of 
the court dignitaries. The people crowded 
about the cage, laughing and chattering 
at the prisoner. Close behind the cage was 
tbs executioner, a tall, muscular Chinese, 
carrying a long, keen edged sword and 
glaring fiercely at his victim. 
While the procession was moving along 
the pier another company of soldiers clear- 
■d a space on the beach close to the water’s 
edge, and a table and a chair were set in 
the center of it 
The chair was for the 
mandarin. 
The cage was set down in front of the 
mandarin’s table, and the condemned man 
was rather roughly pulled out from It and 
forced down on bis haunches. 
One of the 
court officials received a long yellow strip 
of paper on which were some Chinese char­ 
acters. He beld It up before him with his 
arms outstretched and turned slowly round 
so that all within the circle could gaze on 
the yellow slip of paper. Then be fastened 
it to the end of a long bamboo pole and 
walked to the prisoner. 
The other end of 
the pole was thrust down the back of his 
clothes, leaving the yellow streamer, like 
a flag, flying over his head. 
This was the 
death w arrant 
The executioner then proceeded with hi* 
part of the duties The prisoner was order 
od to get down on his knees 
His hands 
were shackled behind his back with old 
rusty irons 
His cue was wound around 
his bead, and the collar of his jacket was 
loosened and pulled down, baring his neck 
to the shoulders 
The executioner then 
drew his sword from its sheath and set the 
prisoner in position, signifying to him to 
point his bead forward, stretching his neck 
as muoh as possible and emphasizing his 
instruction* by kicking the kneeling man 
in the elds 
The bamboo pole on which 


was the yellow paper streamer was pulled 
away. 
The executioner stepped bock, grasping 
the handle of bis sword with both hands, 
and swinging it In a wide circle about his 
head brought it down on the murderer 
neck just as the victim was uttering a 
curse at the delay of his executioner. One 
stroke severed the head from thej body, 
and it rolled down along the sands toward 
the water. 
It rested face upward, and for 
a moment its eyes blinked, then settled in 
a glassy stare straight up into the face of 
the man who had delivered abe powerful 
fatal blow. 
The soldiers grouped about the execution 
grounds immediately on the fall of the 
•word fired a running volley. 
The execu­ 
tioner picked up the head and placed it at 
the top of the lifeless trunk and then cut 
the strings that secured the shackles 
around the arms and legs. 
He then drew 
the keen blade of his sword between the 
thumb and finger of his left hand to wipe 
off the blood, aud sheathing the weapon 
followed the mandarin and bls retinue 
back aboard the junk and sailed away. 
The head of the dead murderer was aft­ 
erward hung up In the cage, through the 
bar* of which its eyes looked only a few 
boon before as it was being carried 
through the crowd along the pier. 
The 
cage with its grewsoms ornament was 
placed near the gate of odo of the most 
prominent temples in the city, where all 
oould see It and take warning of the fate 
of the rebel and murderer. 
The body was 
left to fester on the beach until a sym­ 
pathizing wave carried it away and gave 
It burial at the bottom of the sea.

M illion Men, A rm ed W ith M< 
Bi flee, B eady P e r A ction. 
As the military forces of Russia 
on a war footing contain upward of 
3,000,000 combatants, it would ap­ 
pear that something more than "co­ 
ercion that does not itself mean 
war” would be required to enable 
any nation of western Europe to 
settle the eastern question without 
first consulting the czar. This vast 
army is raised throughout the Rus­ 
sian empire, liability to service be­ 
ing almost universal. As a rule 
service with the colors lasts five 
years, and in the event of a mobili­ 
sation of the forces the field troops 
would be brought up to war strength 
by calling in reserves who had 
served five years in the ranks. The 
field troops and field reserve troops, 
together numbering 8,000,000 of 
men, would be formed into field 
armies, which would each comprise 
a number of army corps, rifle bri­ 
gades and reserve divisions. The 
remainder of the forces consist of 
fortress anil depot troops and im­ 
perial militia. 
The ‘‘three line rifle, pattern 
1891,” has been introduced in place 
of the single loading Berdan rifle. 
The new rifle carries five rounds in 
the magazine, is of small caliber 
(.3 inch), and has a smokeless am­ 
munition. 
On service the bayonet 
scabbards are left at home, and the 
quadrangular bayonet is carried 
fixed. The barrel of the rifle is un­ 
cased and screwed into the body, an 
arrangement which helps to lessen 
the weight, and, in fact, the rifle, 
with bayonet fixed, weighs only 9% 
pounds, or about one pound less 
than the Lee-Metford rifle and bay­ 
onet used in the British service. 
The regulations recognize four 
kinds of infantry fire—viz., volley 
fire, which may be used at all ranges; 
individual fire, which is employed 
up to 600 or 600 paces; individual 
concentrated fire—the fire of all the 
men of a section or squad at a com­ 
mon object—up to 1,200 paces; a 
mass fire at greater distances than 
1,200 paces. When within 200 or 
300 paces of the enemy, fire attains 
its maximum intensity by the em­ 
ployment of magazine tire. After a 
successful bayonet charge the shoot­ 
ing line must continue its advance 
to the far side of the captured posi­ 
tion and press the enemy by a rapid 
fire. 
A frontal attack must be sup­ 
ported by one on the flank 
acting on the defensive, infantry 
must put forth every effort to shake 
the enemy by fire and then attack 
him with the bayonet. 
Throughout the Russian cavalry 
the men are armed with a curved 
swow ?4% inches long and rifle 
and bayonet. In the Cossacks the 
front rank carry a lance. In artil­ 
lery the Russians are particularly 
strong, and their armament anc. 
projectiles are of the latest and most 
approved patterns. The active army 
and field reserve troops alone con­ 
tain upward of 500 batteries, man­ 
ning over 4,000 guns. General staff 
officers form a closed corps and are 
recruited from those who pass the 
General Staff academy, 
The duties 
of the general staff, broadly speak 
ing, include the movements and op­ 
erations of the army, intelligence of 
the enemy and r©connoissance of 
the theater of war. 
It is laid down that on marches, 
when at a distance from the enemy, 
it is of the first importance to study 
the comfort and convenience of the 
troops by separating arms and 
sending on billeting parties and 
bakers to provide for the wants of 
the troops beforehand. 
When near 
the enemy, however, and on a 
march that may lead to an encoun 
ter, the troops advance close up as 
much as possible in columns and 
aim mainly at swiftness and secre­ 
cy.—Pall Mall Gazette.

Chess players with a turn for the 
history of their strategic amusement 
will be interested to learn that all 
Hie hypotheses as to the origin of 
the game have suddenly 
been 
"mated” by a recent extraordinary 
discovery in Egypt It was general­ 
ly assumed until now that the an­ 
cient Indians had invented chess; 
that it was introduced from India 
to Persia in the sixth century, and 
that by the Arabs, and in conse- 
2 
lienee of the crusades it spread 
rom east to west. 
It is true the 
(Chinese—who inventer 1 lany things 
in times long gone by which had to 
be reinvented in Europe—assert that 
they can trace chess in their own 
country to about 200 years before 
our era. 
Now there can certainly 
jio no doubt in tha character of the 
figures at present used, and in some 
pf the words connected with the 
game—such as “schach” (shah) and 
"m att,” or mate—an Indian, Per- 
sinn and Arabic influence is tracea­ 
ble. But here comes news of the 
latest excavations on the pyramid 
field of Sakkara, which have brought 
to light a wall painting, on which a 
high official is represented as play­ 
ing chess with a partner at the time 
of the government of King Teta, 
who belonged to the sixth dynasty. 
Professor Lepsius formerly assigned 
the reign of that monarch to about 
the year 2700 B. C. 
Professor 
Britgsch,correcting this chronology, 
puts it back to still greater antiqui­ 
ty—namely, to the year 3300 B. C., 
so that chess would have been 
known in the once mysterious land 
of Mizrain something like 5200 years 
ago.—Popular Science News.

CHINESE STOCK EXCHANGE 


Speculators Do Lively Business In the 
G utters of Hongkong. 
The Hongkong stock exchange la 
one of the financial wonders of the 
world. But to begin with, there Is 
no stock exchange, properly speak­ 
ing, in Hongkong. What exchange 
there is now is the gutter. 
From the bar of the club to about 
IOO yards down the Queen’s road is 
the local rialto, 
But; there, all day 
long, a financial business is done 
which I doubt if any IOO yards in 
the world except the spaces includ­ 
ing the London and New York stock 
exchanges and the Paris bourse can 
equal either for volume of money, au; 
dacity of speculation or sensational 
ups and downs. 
Everything is done either under 
the punkahs in the hall of the club 
or literally in the gutter, and by 
the most motley crowd of brokers 
in double decked hats that the world 
can show. 
There are Englishmen, Germans, 
Anglo-Indians, Chinese from Can­ 
ton, Armenians from Calcutta, Par­ 
secs from Bombay and Hebrews 
from Bagdad. And from the princes 
of finance who play with hundreds 
of thousands—there are several of 
them in Hongkong—down to the 
humblest who buys ten shares here 
and sells ten shares there, fill are 
making money fast. The former 
live in their little palaces, they en­ 
tertain like princes, they are as gen­ 
erous as they are prosperous, and the 
latter kick their heels all flay long 
in the street and the corridors of the 
Hongkong hotel Anfl although to 
say that all of them make money is 
not unlike saying that two men live 
on what they win from each other 
at cards, still the paradox is a truth. 
Money in Hongkong seems to have 
less value than anywhere else, like 
wheat in Manitoba or petroleum in 
Pennsylvania A player at poker 
the other night dropped a long chip, 
value £20 under the table. 
"Mas- 
kee,” he said in pigeon English— 
"No m atter.” 
" It’s £20,” somebody reminded 
him. 
"If you were at home, you’d 
look for it fast enough. ” 
"By Jove,” he replied, "ga J will! 
I forgot how muoh it was. ” And 
here is an example showing at once 
all three characteristics I have 
claimed 
above 
for 
Hongkong 
finance. 
The total capital of Hongkong lo­ 
cal companies is not less than £10,- 
000,000. The average dividend of 
the local companies which have al­ 
ready been in existence long enough 
to pay one is a fraction over 18 per 
cent per annum. And their average 
annual yield to investors at the so 
called inflated current prices is 62 
per cent, New companies are being 
floated almost every month in Hong­ 
kong. As the new lands of the far 
east are gradually developed, it is 
to Hongkong that they look and 
must look for financial aid. And 
capital there responds to the right 
call, as the flash responds to the 
trigger. 
Financiers at home send telegrams 
to their representatives here urging 
caution, and merchants write long 
homilies to their agents. Yet I have 
heard that the very merchants 
and friends, both at home and else­ 
where in China, who are so anxious 
on the one hand that Hongkong 
should become a model of (Scotch 
prudence or are so ready on the 
other to denounce it as a bucket 
shop are themselves applicants for 
shares in new enterprises, with the 
purely gambling intention of resell­ 
ing them at the first rise. 
In the past shares have been free­ 
ly allotted with this result In the 
future, I understand, local promoters 
intend to be a trifle more particular 
whose fortunes they make. I must 
not presume to decide the question 
whether Hongkong is or is not rest­ 
ing on a financial volcano, but I see 
no reason to believe it and many 
reasons to believe the contrary. 
And in defiance of this opinion I 
think Hongkong financiers will ad­ 
mit for a long period no stranger baa 
given the time or attention to the 
affairs of the colony that I have, 
for it is not until after you have 
Studied Hongkong that you begin to 
discover, and that slowly, what a 
marvelous place it is. —London Mail 
A Safe Be*.

M. De Nelidoff, the Rus­ 
sian ambassador, further informed the 
sultan that the osar guaranteed hie 
personal safety aud engaged himself 
to maintain the sultan's supremacy In 
tile event of severe measures belfcg 
necessary upon the part of the powers. 
The sultan, however, remained ob­ 
durate, refusing bis consent to any 
measure of control, financial or oth­ 
erwise. by the powers. 
To this the Russian ambassador re­ 
plied that the condition of the Turk­ 
ish empire placed the throne and the 
caliphate in Imminent peru. Thereup­ 
on Abdul Hamid remarked impressive­ 
ly:“I may be the last of the caliphs, but 
I will never become a second khedive.^ 
In addition to these warnings M. De 
Nelidoff sent a note to the Turkish 
government and to the palace, and the 
most significance is attached to it In 
diplomatic circles. 
He pointed out in 
precise terms the necessity of the sul­ 
tan following the advice of the powers, 
warning them once more that the sul­ 
tan's refusal to do so 
involves the 
most disagreeable consequences. 
The ambassadors of the powers will 
meet again in order to discuss the sit­ 
uation and will reassemble in future 
twice a week until 
they complete 
their recommendations to the sultan 
and his advisers. 
Tile envoys, acting together, will 
henceforth maintain the strictest se­ 
crecy regarding their deliberations and 
the action taken or contemplated, and 
will not even Inform the envoys of the 
other powers of the decisions reached. 
These latest steps upon the part of 
the powers are, once again, reported 
to have produced profound impression 
at the kiosk, and in pursuance of tho 
Issuing of 
the amnesty 
decree A r­ 
menian prisoners in Asia Minor and 
this city and 
vicinity are being re­ 
leased dally in batches of fifteen.

If any other powers have 
done so the foreign office has not been 
aware of the fact. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—The Post says 
It has been learned from an authori­ 
tative source that Secretary Olney and 
Senor Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish 
minister, have practically terminated 
the negotiations on the Cuban ques­ 
tion which are to be submitted to con­ 
gress when It convenes on Jan. 5. The 
terms of the agreement are based on 
the recent official communication from 
Premier Canovas, addressed 
to tho 
secretary of state. The premier states 
dearly the terms which Spain will ac­ 
cord to the insurgents and-practically 
asks the United States to propose these 
conditions to her rebellious subjects. 
In return for our good offices Spain 
assures this government that she sin­ 
cerely deplores the great comtnereial 
loss which we have sustained on ac­ 
count of the Caban disturbance. She 
assures us that she is even now con­ 
sidering a reciprocity treaty which will 
deal mainly with Cuban products and 
which will be framed in such advan 
tageous terms toward this government 
that our losses both In commerce and 
In the destruction of American prop­ 
erty in Cuba will be moat generously 
compensated. 
Premier Co novas says that Spain 
cannot, of course, as a self-respecting 
and respected nation, stand before the 
world as having been coerced Into 
measures by the United States. 
She 
has freely granted all that she now 
offers, and that Iii the face of rebel 
lion. Bat she accepts the good offices 
of the United States to act as media 
tor and to guarantee to the insurgents 
amnesty, and the enforce:! ent of the 
new reform law which she is about to 
proclaim In Cuba. 
The form of government offered is, 
the Spanish statesman declares, the 
limit of independence which can lie 
granted to a province by any nation 
without absolutely severing the bonds 
of union 
with 
the other 
country. 
Autonomy as enjoyed by the Cana 
dlans can never be granted in Cuba. 
W hat Spain is willing to grant the in 
surgents lf they lay down their arms, 
and what she asks the United States 
to guarantee, is an act which provides 
for a council of administration which 
shall control all matters pertaining to 
the commerce of the Island and all 
estimates upon the general taxation 
and expenditures of the island as well 
us its general home government.

An unusual­ 
ly large crowd was in the galleries an 
ticipating that Mr. Vest would con­ 
tinue his speech begun on the attitude 
of Mr. Olney toward the Cameron res­ 
olution.

Further than this the session was un­ 
eventful, and the senate adjourned for 
the holiday recess.

It was agreed on all hands that Ben

While other colonies of Great Brit- 
in, such as Australia and the South 
Vfrican states, have made wonderful 
iteps in advance, Canada, the oldest 
st all, has gone backward. Constant 
streams of immigrants are arriving at 
her ports only to pass through and be­ 
come citizens of the United States. 
Fabulous sums have been paid by the 
people for the subsidising of railw*ays 
SM steamship lines. Abe establishment 
of bureaus abroad to induce immigra­ 
tion and in bonuses to settlers. Grants 
af princely proportions have been made 
to railways to open up new territory, 
but Immigrants have not followed, and 
if it were not for imperial bounties the 
lines would be abandoned. 
It coat Canada $10,000,000 between 
1881 and 1801 to secure and hold less 
than 40,000 out of 81,854 immigrants 
who came to the country. In the same 
period the gain from natural Increase 
was only 470,385. The cities show no 
greater proportionate gain iu populn 
Hon than do the country districts 
Toronto’s census for 1800 displays nu 
Increase over 1805 of only seven-tent lls 
of I per cent, which is extremely low 
for the leading city of the dominion 
At the present time the whole popti 
lation of Canada is estimated at uot 
more than 5.000.000, and tile birth rate 
in the Protestant provinces is on the 
decrease, because so ninny of the 
younger men and women have etui 
grated to the United States, our own 
census for 1800 shows that there are 
among us 1,000,000 native-boru Can# 
diana, and data since that year show 
a larger proportion coming to us from 
that country. This immigration repro 
seats a vast loss in wealth to Canada. 
On the basis of Mulball’s statistics 
this will In 1000 have reached the enor 
mons sam of $2,000,000,000. 
These facts, which are admitted by 
Canadians themselves, should convince 
them of the failure of their form of 
government and would, one might 
think. Incline them to the annexation 
Idea, but the latter has not made any 
material progress and the dominion 
seems as firm a part of the British em 
Idre as it ever was.—Ch’cago Chronicle.

W ith a booming of cannons and a beat­ 
ing of discordant gongs Murderer Lai M it’s 
head rolled along the sands of the beach 
near Kowloon. The executioner wiped the 
blood from his sword with his fingers and 
strode away, leaving the headless trunk to 
fester under the hot sun just beyond the 
lap of the waves of the ocean that boomed 
toward it as if in efforts to hide the dis­ 
torted form and wipe away tlie dreadful 
■uene of a Chinese execution. 
The victim, I^*i Mit, had murdered a 
Chinese detective. He had rebelled against 
the rule of the m andarin w ho had juris­ 
diction oter the province where he resided, 
and lie was suspected of inciting sedition 
against his governor. 
The detective was 
an officer in the army th at does police 
work as well as carries out the orders of 
the rulers both civil and crim inal, and ha 
had been sent out to spy against Lai Mit. 
The relml suspected the purpose of the de­ 
tective and one night, while the latter 
slept, Dai M it plunged a dagger Into bit 
heart, and after cutting off Ids head drag­ 
ged it Ly the cue down tlie gutter of the 
street and hurled it at the door of the 
m andarin, bidding defiance to all officers 
of the law. 
An hour afterward he was 
dragged lu-forc the outraged ruler and 
with little ceremony be was condemned to 
deuth. 
Dr. Henry Howell, a missionary who was 
visiting at Kowloon, witnessed the e x e c u ­ 
tion, and in a letter described the cere­ 
mony th at attended the event. 
The condemned m an’s punishm ent, he 
says, with all its barbaric repulsiveness, 
was made us conspicuously public as pos­ 
sible as an example to all evildoers. 
Ex­ 
tensive arrangem ents were made for tho 
carrying out of the death sentence. 
Oct. 
IB was set as the day, and it was made a 
general holiday. 
Flags—huge yellow tri­ 
angular slips of bunting, en blazoned with 
fierce dragons—were set flying from tho 
battlem ents of tho old fort on the point 
th at guards the little bay on the shores of 
which the town is situated. 
Three anti­ 


quated war junks lying near the pier were 
covered with flags and thousands of Chi­ 
nese were gathered on the beach. 
Early in the afternoon a war junk was 
sighted heading for the bay close around 
the point bringing the murderer to his 
doom. 
A ealtite w a s fired from the fort 
os Itapproached. Then the junksanchored 
near the pier opened lire 
First one would 
let off throe guns, and it would be replied 
to by three from the approaching junk and 
three more from the fort. 
Three times 
these salutes were given and answered, 
and while the cannons were booming out 
the death knell of the murderer scores of 
men in the boats, at the fort and on the 
shore rent tho air with a deafening and 
discordant clanging of gongs and cymbals. 
Before tho salutes had ceased the junk 
bearing the pr!Jnuor had reached the pier. 
A boom was rigged out from CD? of the 
Junk’s masts, and from it tackle was low­ 
ered down into the vessel’s hold. A dozen 
lusty sailors were soon hauling away on u 
rope, and up through tho hatch came a 
huge wooden cage in which tho murderer 
grouched, seakling and m utvriafc ixiycu- 
cations on his guards. 
It was swung out 
over the pier and lowered in the m idst of 
a guard of native soldiers. A dozen coolies 
picked up the cage and started down the 
pier with it, followed by a procession of 
the court dignitaries. The people crowded 
about the cage, laughing and chattering 
a t the prisoner. Close behind the cage was 
tho executioner, a tall, m uscular Chinese, 
carrying a long, keen edged sword and 
glaring fiercely at his victim. 
While the procession was moving along 
the pier another company of soldiers clear­ 
ed a space on the beach closo to tho w ater's 
edge, and u table and a chair wore set iu 
the center of it. 
The chair was for the 
mandarin. 
The cage was set down in front of the 
m andarin's table, and tho condemned man 
was rather roughly pulled out from it und 
forced down on iiis liauncbes. 
One of the 
court officials received a long yellow strip 
of paper ou which were some Chinese char­ 
acters. 
He held it up before him with his 
arm s outstretched and turned slowly round 
so that all within the circle could gaze on 
the yellow slip of paper. Theu he fastened 
it to the end of a long bamboo pole and 
walked to the prisoner. 
The other end of 
Che pole was thrust down the back of ids 
clothes, leaving the yellow streamer, like 
a flag, flying over his head. 
This was tlie 
death warrant. 
The executioner then procoeded with his 
part of the duties. The prisoner was order- 
od to get down on his knees. 
His bands 
wore shackled behind his back with old 
rusty irons. 
His cue was wound around 
Ills head, and the oollar of his jacket was 
loosened aud pulled down, bnring his neck 
to the shoulders. 
The executioner then 
drew his sword from its sheath and set the 
prisoner in position, signifying to him to 
point his bead forward, stretching his neck 
as much as possible and emphasizing his 
Instructions by kicking the kneeling man 
In the side. 
Tho bamboo pole on which 


was the yellow paper streamer was pulleii 
away. 
The executioner stepped back, grasping 
the handle of his sword w ith both hands, 
and swinging it in a wide circle about his 
head brought it down on the murderer .4 
neck just as the victim was uttering a 
curse at the delay of his executioner. O re 
stroke severed the head from the! body, 
and it rolled down along the sands toward 
the water. 
It rested face upward, and for 
a moment its eyes blinked, then settled in 
a glassy stare straight up into the face of 
the man who had delivered 4*ic powerful 
fatal blow. 
The soldiers grouped about tho execution 
grounds immediately on the fall of tho 
sword fired a running volley. 
The execu­ 
tioner picked up tho head and placed it at 
the top of the lifeless trunk and then cut 
the 
strings that secured the shackles 
around the arms and legs. 
He then drew 
the keen blade of his sword between tho 
thum b and finger of his left hand to wipe 
off the blood, and sheathing the weapon 
followed the m andarin and his retinue 
back aboard the junk and sailed away. 
The head of the dead murderer was aft­ 
erward hung up in the cage, through the 
bars of which its eyes looked only a fow 
hours before as it was being carried 
through the crowd along the pier. 
Tho 
cago with Its grewsome ornam ent was 
placed near the gate of oDe of the most 
prom inent temples In the city, where all 
oould see it and take w arning of the fate 
of the rebel and murderer. 
The lx>dy was 
left to fester on tho beach until a sym­ 
pathizing wave carried it away and gave 
It burial a t the bottom of the sea.

arm y is raised th ro u g h o u t th e R u s­ 
sian em pire, lia b ility to service b e ­ 
ing alm o st universal. 
A s a ru le 
service w ith th e colors lasts five 
years, and in th e e v e n t of a m obili­ 
zation of th e forces th e field tro o p s j 
w ould he b ro u g h t up to w ar stre n g th 
by callin g 
in 
reserv es w ho had 
Served five y e a rs in th e ran k s. 
T he 
field troops and field re se rv e troops, 
to g e th e r 
nu m b erin g 
If,000,000 of 
m en, w ould be form ed in to field 
arm ies, w hich w ould each com prise 
a n u m tjcr of a rm y corps, rilie b ri­ 
gades and reserv e divisions. 
T he 
re m a in d e r of th e forces consist of 
fo rtre ss aud depot tro o p s an d im ­ 
p e ria l m ilitia. 
T h e “ th re e 
line 
rifle, 
p a tte rn 
lS'.ll,” lias been introduced in place 
of th e sin g le lo ad in g B erdan ritie. 
T he new riile carries five ro u n d s in 
th e m agazine, is of sm all calib er 
(.3 inch), a n d h a s a sm okeless a m ­ 
m unition. 
On service th e b ay o n et 
scabbards a re left a t hom e, and tho 
q u a d ra n g u la r bayonet 
is 
c arried 
fixed. 
T he b a rre l of th e rifle is u n ­ 
cased and screw ed in to th e body, an 
a rra n g e m e n t w hich helps to lessen 
th e w eig h t, and, in fact, th e rifle, 
w ith bayonet fixed, w eighs o nly D34 
pounds, nr jilsait one \>ound less 
th a n th e L ee-M etford rifle and b a y ­ 
o n et used in th e B ritish service. 
T he re g u la tio n s recognize four 
kinds of in fa n try tire—viz., volley 
fire, w hich m ay l>e used a t a ll ran g es; 
in d iv id u al fire, w hich is em ployed 
u p to 600 o r 600 paces; individual 
co n cen trated fire

1,200 paces.

inevitable. 
M. De Nclidoff, the Rus­ 
sian am bassador, further informed the 
sultan that 
tin* czar guaranteed his 
personal safety and engaged himself 
to m aintain the sultan's suprem acy in 
the event 
of severe 
m easures beitig 
necessary upon the part of the powers. 
The sultan, however, rem ained ob­ 
durate. refusing 
his consent 
to any 
m easure of 
control, financial or oth­ 
erwise. by the powers. 
To this the Russian am bassador re­ 
plied th at the condition of the T urk­ 
ish empire placed the throne and the 
caliphate in imminent peril. Thereup­ 
on Abdul Ham id rem arked impressive­ 
ly: 
“I may lie the last of the caliphs, but 
I will never become a second kliedive.” 
In addition to these warnings M. De 
Nclidoff sent a note to the Turkish 
governm ent and to the palace, and the 
most significance is attached to it in 
diplomatic circles. 
He pointed out in 
precise term s the necessity of the sul­ 
tan following the advice of the innvers. 
w arning them once more that the sul­ 
tan ’s refusal to 
do so 
involves the 
most disagreeable consequences. 
The am bassadors of the powers will 
meet again in order to discuss the sit­

3(1.—The Post says 
It has been learned from an authori­ 
tative source that Secretary Olney aud 
Senor Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish 
minister, have practically term inated 
the negotiations on the Cuban ques­ 
tion which are to be subm itted to con­ 
gress when it convenes on Jan. 5. The 
term s of the agreem ent are based on 
the recent official communication from 
Prem ier 
C’anovas, addressed 
to the 
secretary of state. The prem ier states 
clearly the term s which Spain will ac­ 
cord to the insurgents and-practically 
asks the United States to propose these 
conditions to her rebellious subjects. 
In return for our g<H>d offices Spain 
assures this government that she sin­ 
cerely deplores the great conimersial 
loss which we have sustained on ac­ 
count of the Cuban disturbance. 
She 
assures ns tliat she is even now con­ 
sidering a reciprocity treaty which will 
deal mainly with Cuban products aud 
which will Ik* framed in such advan­ 
tageous term s toward this governm ent 
that our loss«*s lioth in commerce and 
in the destruction of American prop­ 
erty in Cuba will be most generously 
compensated. 
Prem ier Conovas 
says 
that Spain 
cannot, of course, as a self-respecting 
and respected nation, staud before tlie 
world as having been coerced into 
m easures by the United States. 
She 
has freely granted all that she now 
offers, and th at in the face of rebel­ 
lion. 
But she accepts the good offices 
of the United States to net as m edia­ 
tor and to guarantee to the insurgents 
am nesty, and the enforce:! ent of the 
new reform law which she is about to 
proclaim in Culm. 
The form of govern Mien t offered is, 
the Spanish statesm an declar»*s. the 
lim it of Independence which can be 
granted to a province hy any nation 
w ithout absolutely severing tiie bonds

country. 
Autonomy as enjoyed by the Cana­ 
dians can never be granted in Cuba. 
W hat Spain is willing to grant the in­ 
surgents if they lay down their arms, 
and w hat she asks the United States 
to guarantee, is an act which provides 
for a council of adm inistration which 
shall control all m atters pertaining to 
the commerce of the island and all 
estim ates upon the general taxation 
and expenditures of the island as well 
as Its general home government.

of Mr. Olney toward the Cameron res­ 
olution. 
This interest was shown by 
tin* presence in the diplomatic gallery 
of First Assistant Secretary of State 
Rockhill, who is next in rank to Mr. 
olney in state affairs, nnd who lias 
had special charge of the reports com­ 
ing from consuls in Cuba. 'Flu* foreign 
delegation was also well represented. 
Soon after the session opened Mr. Pet­ 
tigrew of South Dakota called up bis 
resolution relative to the trust notes 
of the Pacific raibi ads. 
The senator 
made a savage onslaught on the Pa­ 
cific railroad system in general, charg­ 
ing that a combination of private in­ 
terests was seeking to absorb the roads 
and close out the government, 
’rills 
opened the entire question, nnd Mr. 
Morgan of Alabama followed with a 
bitter airaignm ei.t ot the Pacific roods, 
charging them with fraud and crime 
on it gigantic scale. 
The speech last­ 
ed until shortly before the morning 
hour expired, tlms sending over the 
Cuban question until after the holi­ 
days. Mr. Call secured the adoption of 
a resolution asking tin* secretary of 
state for information relative to tlio 
killing of Charles Gavin, an American 
citizen, by the Spanish forces iu Cuba. 
F urther than this the session was un­ 
eventful. aud the senate adjourned for 
the holiday recess. 
The house passed the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive and judicial appropriation Dill 
and then adjourned for tin* holiday re­ 
cess. 
This is tin* tirst time in tin* 
history of congress that ihe legislative 
Dill lias b»a>n [Missed before tin* holi­ 
days. The day was devoted to the an­ 
nual deltate of the civil service law, 
and. as usual, the attem pt h> strike out 
the provision for the commission was 
overwhelmingly defeated.

Instead of listening to 
each member of the various delega­ 
tions, the committee will avoid repeti­ 
tions bv asking every delegation t<» se­ 
lect a spokesman to present its views.
